#5 of Parma, a 40c also, are re- 
produced in a blue and black. 

At the left on each stamp is 
shown the bell-tower of Modena 
Cathedral, tie world famous 
Ghirlandia, and on the right the 
bell-tower of the Parma Cathe- 
dral. 

According to Vittorio Lo Bianco 
of New York City both are to be 
overprinted AMG-FTT for use in 
the: Anglo-American Zone of 
Trieste. 


Philippines Will 
Issue Postal Card 


The Philippine Bureau of Posts 

announces that on June 19 new 
2c postal cards will be released 
at the Manila post office. This 
date coincides with the 9ist an- 
niversary of the birth of Dr. Jose 
Rizal, esteemed patriot. 
’ The new cards are to be similar 
to the current issue except that 
the color of the imprinted stamp 
will be dark green. 

An order of five million has 
been placed with the Security 
_ Note Co. of Philadelphia,

A special cachet and postmark 
will be impressed on the cards 
submitted by collectors on the 
first day of issue. Overseas col- 
lectors can send their orders for 
first day cards, or for the cards 
themselves, at face value, to the 
Chief, Philatelic Section, Bureau 
of Posts, Manila, Philippines on 
or before June 19. 

A remittance to cover the cost 
of the cards, return postage, and 
if wanted, the registry fee, must 
accompany all orders. An inter- 
National money order can be used 
to send the payment,

Amelia Earhart, Intrepid 
First Lady Of The Air 


by Gertrude Boss 


(Editors Note: Not very many stamps were ever issued in Amelia 
Earhart’s honor, but those few, as well as related items can be 
formed into a small specialized eollection with the following story 


as background material.) 


Twenty-five years ago this summer there were “Ocean Hoppers” 
who were the daring young things of the day with their flying 
Some flew solo across the ocean for the first time, while 
others proved that multi-engined planes could reach far lands. They 
set long distance records and the hearts of the people fluttering, for 
they flew with the prayers of millions in their tailwinds. 
riotous acclaim abroad, and at home, showers of ticker tape and 


machines.

movie offers. 

Today these air pioneers of the 
great ocean-hopping craze of 1927 
and 1928 are scarcely known to 
later generations of hero wor- 
shippers. Few of those living 
would be recognized on the street. 
A few were honored here and 
there by stamp issuing govern- 
ments, especially Charles Augus- 
tus Lindbergh, and _ Richard 
Evelyn Byrd, whose activities 
continued in many lines of work 
for their country. 

What have we to tell of “Our 
First Lady Of The Air”? Looking 
over the year book of the High 
School from which she graduated 
we read under her picture “THE 
GIRL IN BROWN WHO WALK- 
ED ALONE.” In later years 
she flew alone. 

She was Amelia Earhart, the 
woman flier who was the symbol 
of courage and adventure. She 
was the daughter of a Kansas 
lawyer. She was athletic, adven- 
turous, and much to her parents 
disgust she hankered for work 
off the beaten path, and begged 
to take joy rides in those old 
barnstorming crates of World War 
I vintage. 

Overriding her father’s objec- 
tions, she found herself, one day 
sandwiched in between Frank 
Hawks and a fellow pilot, who 
went along “To hold the female 
down in case she got hysterical”, 

As the field fell away the girl 
knew she was sprouting wings. 
From that first hop until the 
curling waves of the Pacific Ocean 
reached for her gallant spirit 
seventeen years later there was 
never, for Amelia Earhart, any 
music quite like the cadence of 
the skies, but the flying industry 
kept its gates locked to women. 

Twenty-five years ago Wilmer 
Stultz asked her if she would ven- 
ture to cross th 





e Atlantic with | 


him and Slim Gordon. Sure she 
would, and sure she did, and she 
made it with only a comb and a 
toothbrush for baggage, and of 
course, a Log-Book. It was June 
17, 1928, some months after Byrd 
and Lindbergh had proved that 
it could be done, that she went. 

She climbed in the “Friend- 
ship” with the same calmness her 
classmates knew in high school 
back in Kansas, when “The girl 
in brown,” was independent 
enough “to walk alone.” 

Stultz flew that crate through 
blinding storms, through solid 
poultices of fog, now dropping to 
shake the ice from the leading 
edges, now climbing to escape 
the waves. The motors coughed 
incessantly, and Gordon paid out 
fuel faster and still faster as the 
plane bucked heavy headwinds, 
and then the radio died. 

With fuel for sixty minutes in 
the tanks, and rain dripping in 
icy streams down her neck, 
Amelia spent what seemed must 
be her last hours scribbling in her 
logbook unafraid, and filling it 
with such verbal photographs of 
the flight and using such descrip- 
tions as, “The clouds are like fan- 
tastic gobs of mashed potatoes.” 

The Friendship stood the beat- 
ing and landed at Burry Port, 
Wales, with the record of being 
the eleventh heavier than air 
machine to complete the North 
Atlantic Crossing. From now 
hence, flying was Amelia Ear- 
hart’s game. 

Later, with more than 1000 air 
hours to her record, she climbed 
alone into the cockpit of her 
single-engine Lockheed-Vega at 
Harbor Grace, New Foundland, 
her heart set to do what Lind- 
bergh had done—solo the Atlant- 
ic, She did that too.

Stamps Of World’s Tiniest 
Independent State, Popular;

(Editors Note: It is with a great deal of pride and pleasure that

To start off right let’s take a look at the history of Vatican City, 
Ever since the middle ages, the sovereignty of the State of the Church

These possessions united to the 


Realm of Sardinia, made up the Kingdom of Italy. 





In 1870, the Italian troops be- 
sieged the City of Rome. The gal- 
lant army of the Pope held its 
own, though the walls were brok- 
en through, the attack was 
beaten off. This brave defense 
ended when Pope Pius IX or- 
dered the troops to surrender to 
avoid needless bloodshed. The 
Zouaves were bitterly disap- 
pointed. They had hoped to fight 
to the end. Many wept at the 
thought of this last piece of Papal 
territory gone. 

The battle had started on Sep- 
tember 20, 1870 at 5 am. Now, 
five and a half hours later, the 
Italian flag was flying over 
Rome. The Pope’s domain had 
ended! 

In 1929, the Vatican and Italy 
signed the afmous Lateran Treaty. 
This treaty set up the tiniest na- 
tion on earth, the Vatican City 
State. The area forming this new 
nation is 108.7 acres or about 
twice the size of the Capitol 
grounds in Washington. It con- 
sisted of St. Peter’s Basilica and 
Square, the Apostolic Palaces 
and the splendid Vatican Gar- 
dens. This land, directly outside 
the western boundaries of Rome, 
is surrounded by the Vatican 
walls. They are commonly called 
the Walls of Leon IV, after the 
Pope who had them built. 

In addition to Vatican City 
proper (as above), the Pope re- 
ceived fourteen other pieces of 
territory. These included The 
Concelleria Palace about a mile 
from Vatican City in the heart 
of Rome; the Lateran Palace and 
St. John Lateran Basilica on the 
eastern edge of Rome; and Cas- 





tel Gandolfo, a country estate in 
the Albano hills overlooking Lake 
Albano, now the summer home 
of the Popes. 

Besides establishing the tem- 
poral power of the Pope, the 
treaty also contained the follow- 
ing provisions: 

1. The Holy Father surren- 
dered his claim to The Papal 
States and Rome. 

2. The Italian government 
promised to pay an indemn- 
ity of $87,500,000 to the Vat- 
ican for church property 
seized in 1870. 

3. Italian civil laws con- 
flicting with church laws 
were to be changed. 

4. Catholicism was to be- 
come the state religion of 
Italy. 

5. Catholic Action was to 
be recognized and protected.

One of 
these directed the conducting of 
postal services. In fact, the first 
order of the newly appointed 
City Governor, H. . Camillo 
Serafini, provided for the first 
issue of fifteen stamps for Vatie 
can City. 


Issues of 1929 


The first set of Vatican City 
stamps appeared on August l, 
1929. They were engraved on un- 
watermarked surface colored pa 
per. 





The centesimi values are very 
similar to the stamps of the Ro- 
man States. The stamps, seven in 
number, (5c, 10c, 20c, 25c, 30c, 
50c, 75c) bear the Papal coat of 
arms consisting of the Papal Ti- 
ara and Crossed Keys. 

The Papal Tiara, or triple 
crown as it is sometimes called, 
signifies the authority of the Pope 
over the three churches—mili- 
tant, suffering, and triumphant. 
Another story passed down 
through the ages claims the triple 
crown is a symbol of the three 
roles of the Pope—lawgiver, 
judge, teacher. The Crossed Keys 
of St. Peter is the insignia of the 
supreme authority of the reign- 
ing Pope as successor of Peter, 
first Bishop of Rome. 





The six stamps of the higher 
denominations (80c, 1,25, 2, 2.50, 
5, 10L.) were produced by the 
photogravure process on white 
paper. 

These values picture Pope Pius 
XI (Achille Ratti). The crowning 
achievement of Pius XI was the 
signing of the Lateran Treaty 
with Italy. He was also respon- 
sible for the modern communica=

Through his 
study he acquires a new apprecia- 
tion of the outdoors and an in- 
sight into the inter-relationship and 
interdependence of all plant and 
animal life.

APS Exhibition 
Will Be Unique 


The American Philatelic So- 
ciety exhibition being held at the 
National Philatelic Museum dur- 
ing the society convention, Sep- 
tember 2 to 5, is following a 
unique plan. Every one of the 
three hundred frames will hold 
ja different exhibit and it is in- 
| tended that no two will be on 
|similar subjects. The frames 
| hold sixteen standard album pages 
| and it is hoped that the display 
will be a broad coverage of phila- 
tely. 

Collectors with interesting and 
well presented material will not 
have to be concerned with com- 
pletion or rarity as the judges 
will not consider either of these 
two points in their decisions. 
Thus, a collector of limited means 
will be able to compete on an 
even basis if his material is well 
arranged and correctly written up. 

The heavy expense of taking a 
long line of frames is eliminated 
since the only cost of entering is 
$5.00. There are fifteen classiéi- 
cations. Medals and certificates 
will be awarded in each class with 
general awards being given for 
best in the show and best of 
certain categories. 

Entries must be made by Aug- 
ust 1 and material must be de- 
livered to the National Philatelic 
Museum, 2043-45 N. Broad St., 
Philadelphia, Pa., by August 15.

AUSTRALIA: The 642d brown 
stamp is scarce and the retail price 
has advanced to 30 and 35c. This 
stamp was in use for only six 
weeks wh.- it was superceded by 
the 642d green. This was done to 
avoid confusion with the 3d 
which is a reddish brown. This 
644d brown stamp will probably 
go much higher. 

In 1950 this column ventured an 
opinion that the new 84d Abori- 
gine stamp would have a _ short 
life. Later it was officially an- 
nounced that this stamp would not 
be reprinted inasmuch as it was 
unnecessary. It is now obsolete 
and prices are advancing. This 
may be a good item especially in 
used condition. 

MONTSERRAT: The 1938 issue, 
No. 92/101 is listed by Scott as be- 
ing perforated 13 and 14 but they 
have only one price regardless of 
perforation with a total catalog 
value of $2.79. 

Those perforated 18 are scarce 
and Gibbons Catalog prices these 
at £4, At a recent Equitable Stamp 
Co. auction sale this set perforated 
13 sold for $5.75. 

GIBRALTAR: The 5/- stamp, 
No. 115, is priced by Scott Catalog 
at $1.40. With perforation 14 the 
Gibbons price is 85/- and the com- 
monwealth Catalog price is 60/-. 
At the same auction sale a mint 
copy perforated 14 sold for $5.25. 

CEYLON: Scott’s No. 286, the 
50c dark violet and black, is priced 
at 20c. The stamp perforated 13 x 
12 is priced by Gibbons at £12. 

A mint copy sold at auction for 
$16.50. 

The 2c carmine rose and black, 
No. 278, is priced by Seott at 2c. 
Perforated 13% x 13 the Gibbons 
price is 40/- and a mint copy sold 
recently at auction for $4.50. 


ELIZABETH II: Collectors have 
been wondering how much the en- 
tire series of Elizabeth stamps 
will cost. A prominent London 
writer stated in print that about 
$80 would cover the cost. 

This writer evidently confused 
Pounds with Dollars and probably 
meant £80, but writing for an 
American journal he used $80. 
Probably £80 is nearer correct. 

Of course these stamps will not 
all appear at one time and it will 
probably take close to two years 
to complete. Many countries which 
have used the king’s portrait will 
not require a new issue. This ap- 
plies to the Malayan States, Brun- 
ei, Tonga, etc. 





Imply Poor Handling 
Of Hungarian Issues 


Of importance to collectors is 
the following reproduction of a 
news item which appeared im a 
recent edition of Stamp Collect- 
ing, published in England. Under 
a heading of “Left” Turn in Hun- 
gary, it reads: 

“February 24 saw the setting 
up of the National Hungarian 
Stamp Collectors’ Association. 
Formed from three old societies, 
namely the Workers’ Stamp Col- 
lecting Center, the Friends of 
Stamps and the Association of 
Stamp Collectors. 

“As from April 16 only ‘Or- 
ganized’ stamp collectors are per- 
mitted to take part in a New Is- 
sues Service. Collectors outside 
the Association are only allowed 
to buy new issues many weeks 
after the initial date, and at a 
premium on face value. This 
means that Hungary special is- 
sues are not sold over the counter, 


essentially speculative. Im this 
connection it is not uninteresting 
to note that the Hungarian Postal 
Minister promised to issue in the 
second half of April a stamp of 
low face value with a limited 
edition of 30,0 copies. This 
stamp was only distributed to or- 
ganized collectors. Unorganized 
collectors will only be allowed to 
purchase them after demonetiza- 
tion at a premium over face 
value. This means that present 
day policy obliges Hungarian col- 
Iectors to pay far too highly for 
new issues.”

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‘Philatelic Expertization 


The March issue of the Collectors Club Philatelist contains an 
exceedingly interesting and worthy contribution under the above 
title. The article is cerdited to Mr. Theodore Steinway, Chairman of 
the Expert Committee of the Philatelic Foundation and “Others.” 

This article will bear study and reading 
and understanding by all who have an 
interest in the hobby and wish to know the 
truth. Mr. Steinway stresses the point 
that it is necessarily knowledge of the 
stamp rather than scientific apparatus and 
equipment that makes it possible to judge 
correctly. ; 

I do not believe that any real student 
will disagree with such a statement, yet 
we must admit shat within recent years 
so much has been accomplished by the ad- 
dition of numerous gadgets that are cap- 
able of telling us things that we had diffi- 
culty in understanding before that it must 
be admitted that these instruments are a 
great factor in studying stamps and that 
any group working without them is under 
great handicap. However we would agree 
with Mr. Steinway that the principal fac- 
tor in passing on a stamp is of necessity, 
knowledge of the stamp and the usual 
methods of production. 

In speaking of the ultra-violet lamp

Mr. Steinway brings out a point that is of particular interest to me 
because of my studies of the Grinnell Hawaiian Missionary stamps. 
One of the points that has often been mentioned in condemnation 
of these stamps is that the so called genuine stamps will fluoresce 


in a greenish color and that the Grinnells do not do this. Now this 
is absolutely untrue according to Mr. Steinway and it is also untrue 
as concerns the Grinnell stamps, for Mr. Steinway says .... “It is, 
however, fallacious to conclude that because this particular specimen 
fluoresces pink that all other unused copies of this stamp must 
fluoresce with this identical color.” It should then also be admitted 
that because some of the so called genuine Missionary stamps 
fluoresce greenish that all others must fluoresce greenish. We do 
not believe this would be the case if all others could be examined. 
As for the Grinnell Missionaries I can assure anyone who is in- 
terested that many of them do fluoresce in a greenish color just as 
I have seen some so called genuine ones fluoresce and that some of the 
Grinnells do not fluoresce greenish. Does that make some of them 
genuine and some not genuine? 

Mr. Steinway again stresses knowledge of the method of pro- 
cuction of a stamp as being of immense value in the study of such a 
stamp. I believe I have a knowledge of the production of the Mis- 
sionary stamps equal to that of any collector anywhere and far 
greater than 98% of others who may have an opinion on the stamps. 
These stamps are outstanding among all other postage stamps of 
the world in their method of production. The average student who 
35 recognized as having a general knowledge of all stamps may lack 
entirely the type of understanding and knowledge necessary to 
understand and look at these issues which are strictly a type set 
‘printers job just as a small label on a medicine bottle might appear, 

Mr. Steinway brings out another remark on which we disagree 
with him and concerns a matter that both we and numerous others 
have often pointed out should be eliminated. This remark is quoted 
as follows .... “A true expert does not hoard his knowledge to 
himself, as a miser his gold, envious that he possesses the knowledge 
which no one else can possess.” We have frequently pointed out 
where there has been a disagreement between decisions of the Expert 
Committees of any group and well known students outside the 
Committee that every finding of the committee should be made 
public. It is never right to believe that the Committee js infallible, 
there is always the chance that someone somewhere may have 
information that would cause them to reverse their opinion, or is 
that something that they could not do? 

It is a fact that there are a very great number of collectors who 
could be readily fooled by a counterfeit stamp which could readily 
and easily be called a counterfeit by many experienced collectors, 
By experienced we mean men who are familiar with printing methods 
and could spot at a glance many counterfeit stamps. There are many 
such stamps held in the collections of collectors who lack the train- 
ing to notice them, yet they are counterfeit and could be called 
counterfeit without fear of contradiction by all the Expert Commit- 
tees in the world. It is however not this type of counterfeit that 
— much trouble for their nature is too plainly shown in their 

aces. 

Unquestionably, the Committee of the Philatelic Foundation 
does have an extensive reference collection both of stamps, photos 
and a library to back it up and thus should do a good job, but the 
fakers have become so good that their work is increasingly more 
difficult to detect. 

There is however another angle to the counterfeiting business 
that the Committee of the Collectors Club could well tackle and 
that is the exposure of the hundreds of counterfeits of very cheap 
stamps which have been made in recent years to salt large variety 
packets with. It is these counterfeits that make their way into the 
collections of the little fellow and are unknown to him. A thorough 
study of this type of counterfeit should be made, an attempt made 
to find their source and then a campaign instituted to drive them out 
of the market, 

Since it is becoming more and more apparent that our Govern- 
ment agencies are interested in such things we believe that the only 
erm way to fight these creatures will be that examples of them 

e supplied the FBI with details, in the hope that they will protect 
Philately for it does not seem that those who have the most to lose 
by permitting such material to circulate freely will ever make the 
necessary attempt to stop the flow of such material. 

Just for example ... We have seen variety packets salted with

Special Panama 


Flight Cover 


A pioneer airman and his histor- 
ic flight in the tropics were hon- 
ored on April 21 when a Pan-Am- 
erican World Airways plane (Flight 
300) arrived in Miami, Fla. with a 
bulging sackful of special Pana- 
manian airmail. 

Three thousand three hundred 
twenty-six cacheted covers, ad- 
dressed principally to philatelists 
throughout the world, bearing a 
special multicolored PAA airmail 
etiquette, signalized the 40th An- 
niversary Of The First Airplane 
Flight On The Isthmus of Pana- 
ma. 

The pioneer pilot honored was 
Clarence A. deGiers of New York 
who flew recently from Miami to 
Panama by PAA to take part in 
the commemoration of aviation’s 
birth on the Isthmus. In 1912, de- 
Giers, then 22 years old, was as- 
sociated with the Moisant Inter- 
national Aviators Co. when he 
travelled by boat to Panama, At- 
tracted by an offer of $3,000 by 
Panam. City for the first success- 
ful heavier than-air flight, Mr. de- 
Giers won the award on April 21, 


1912. 

Mr. deGiers reports that his re- 
turn visit to Panama after forty 
years was an occasion that he will 
long remember. Panama newspap- 
ers front paged his arrival on Ap- 
ril 17 and again a few days later. 

Many of those who witnessed his 
pioneer flight of 1912 and several 
who were volunteer helpers on that 
day, were alerted by the contem- 
porary news accounts and were on 
hand to extend greetings and re- 
new acquaintances. A_ constant 
stream of telephone calls were 
made to him at his hotel to ex- 
press good wishes. 

Panama City—which he thrilled 
in 1912—proved thrilling for the 
North American aviator upon his 
return. Instead of trees and thick 
underbrush in the outlying part of 
town where he took off in his 50 
h.p. Bleriot in 1912, he found a new 
addition to Panama City with mod- 
ern homes and avenues compar- 
able in most respects to Southern 
California communities. 

No special ceremonies, save the 
dispatch of the historical com- 
memorative covers on the PAA 
dedicated flight, were planned for 
the 40th Anniversary observance 
at Panama City. 

A variety of Panamanian pos- 
tage and tax stamps were made 
available by Albert Kunze of the 
Philatelic Division of the Pan 
American Union at Washington, re-

I heard something this week 
pertaining to the “REVALUED” 
one cent postal cards which if 
true will start some kind of a stir 
of activity. In fact, I have a 
hunch it will cause a minor fu- 
rore, 

I now have some checking go- 
ing on which is trying ‘to certify 
what I have heard. Will tell you 
about it next week if the factual 
air is cleared by then.

What is the denomination, 
and who is the president on the 
stamp immediately preceding it? 

2. Do you know what presi- 
dents are pictured on the $1, $2 
and $5 stamps of the Prexy issue? 





In respect to the subject of 
the revalued postal cards I be- 
lieve a word of caution is in order, 

Firstly, the cards are by no 
means scarce. regardless of the 
position of the “Box”, and at the 
most are worth no more than a 
couple pennies premium, 

Secondly, do not pay a fancy 
price for copies of the postal card, 
called the library size, which has 
the Ic Lincoin stamp imprinted 
on it. These are conrmon, too. 

I have seen ads which offer 
them for as much as 25c each. 
The same price has been tacked 
onto cards which have the Revalu- 
ation Box at the bottom of the 
card, upside down. 

Be not surprised either to find 
the Revaluation Box on obsolete 
postal cards. There are stocks of 
these around in private hands 
which are placed with postal

About this time every year 
when the rules, regulations and 
rentals of the American Philatelic 
Society exhibition are announced 
I have felt justified in criticising 
the host club for the frame rental 
fee which has been charged, and 
for the type material which such 
“high finance” invites. 

The APS has no control over 
the frame rental fees charged 
since the show and all that per- 
tains to it is the host club’s busi- 
ness. Concern of the APS is 
being furnished adequate quar- 
ters for the conduction of socie- 
ty matters, which quarters are 
generally supplied without cost by 
the sponsors. 

Nevertheless, I have always felt 

that the APS has gotten unneces- 
sary black marks on its record, 
even though unearned, by the 
$5.00 per frame rental fee charged 
exhibitors. At five dollars per 
frame, of say sixteen pages, that 
costs the exhibitor 30c per page 
plus shipping and insurance costs, 
and paying 30c plus for each page 
a person wants to display is 
rather rich for the blood. 
Such costs limit the exhibitors 
to the “thick wallet” crowd, 
which same crowd has many 
members who think nothing of 
buying expensive material, hav- 
ing it mounted and written up 
by a skilled phiatelist, and en- 
tered for all to thrill over. Big 
stuff, you know! 

This year the APS show and 
convention will be staged in Phil- 
adelphia, the exhibition to be 
housed at the National Philatelic 
Museum. The frame fee will 
again be five dollars, but for the 
first time in a number of years 
I believe the middle class collec- 
tor is going to get a break. 
Each exhibitor will be limited 
to one frame of 16 pages, and in- 
dividual exhibits are to be all 
different. This makes for the pos- 
sibility of seeing a lot of colorful 
and pretty commems, airmails, 
semipostals and regulars. 

I hope that the one frame limi- 
tation will for one year discour- 
age the dispiay of the “speck

Vincent C. Harmia of Centralia, 
Wash, sends in a much needed 
correction of an item written in 
the May 19 column. It concerns 
plate numbers on Booklet Panes. 

I had written that they were 
to be found in the selvedge at 
the top of the pane where the 
staple is driven through. That 
is true enough for the flat plate 
issues but it certainly isn’t true 
for the current issue, the Presi- 
dentials. 

Mr. Harmia points out that for 
these the plate number is in the 
vertical selvedge. When the panes 
are cut from the printed sheet 
this selvedge with its numbers is 
trimmed away. 

Only when there has been a bad 
trim which includes part of the 
elvedge can the number be 
found. Otherwise you wont ever 
find any. 


A recent news item in _ this 
paper mentioned that payment for 
a philatelic service to be per- 





formed in a foreign country could 
be made with International Reply | 
Coupons. This seemed to mean | 
as much to many readers as if it 
was Stated that the payment} 
could be made with a sqmzdech- | 
mudliyhke. 

International Reply Coupons | 
can best be explained by repro- | 
ducing what the Post Office De- 
partment has to say in its Part II} 
United States Official Postal | 
Guide. This is what is written:— 

“1. A ‘Reply coupon’ (price 11 | 
cents) may be purchased at any | 
United States post office. Upon | 
presentation at a post office in| 
any country, except Korea, the 
coupon will entitle the person 
presenting it to receive (without 
charge) a postage stamp or stamps 
of that country of sufficient value 
to prepay an ordinary letter of 
the first unit of weight addressed 
for delivery in this country. By 
this arrangement, a person in the 
United States can furnish his cor- 
respondent abroad with a postage 
stamp with which to prepay post- 
age on a reply to his letter. When 
sold, the reply coupons must be 
legibly postmarked in the circle 
at the left side of the front. 

“2. International reply coupons 
issued by foreign postal adminis- 
trations are exchangeable in post- 
age stamps at the rate of 5 cents 
each, when presented at a United 
States post office. To be accept- 
able for exchange, foreign coupons 
must bear the postmark of the 
selling office. . . . The period of 
exchange is not restricted.” 

The coupons were a boon in 
the early part of this century, 
after 1907, when immigration was 
still heavy. lt made it possible 
for a person from a foreign land 
to send the means back to his na- 
tive country for his family or 
friends to write to him. Usually 
the stay-behinds weren’t “flush” 
enough to afford postage stamps. 


Thus a letter back home could |

include a self-addressed enve- 
lope, or a clearly printed copy of 
the U. S. address of the writer, 
and an international reply coupon. 
It would then be up to the re- 
ceiver to scare up a “writin’ tool” 
and writin’ paper, put his letter 
in the supplied envelope, and 
then take it and the coupon on to 
the mail mill where the coupon 
would be exchanged for the pro- 
per denomination stamp. 

Perhaps a case in point, and 
perhaps not, would be the Italian 
I read about in the newspaper the 
other day. It seems that he had 
come to the United States thirty 
years ago, leaving his wife and 
children behind. He lived frug- 
ally, never becoming a citizen, and 
probably not enjoying life either. 
He saved up about $26,500, which 
the paper said was a fortune in 
Italy, and went back there. 

On arrival he recognized neith- 
er his wife or daughter. A 
news picture showed him in the 
“bosom” of his family at the 
kitchen table. with his hat on, 
forking gobs of spaghetti into his 
‘tater trap, while his ever loving 
wife was scooping more of the 
stuff into a big bowl on the table.

VATICAN STAMPS 
(Continued fr om page 1) 


tions installed in the Holy See. 
Achille Ratti entered this 
world in 1857. He was ordained 
a priest in 1879, later becoming 
the prefect of the Ambrosian Li- 
brary and Vatican Library. Fath- 
er Ratti was appointed papal 
nuncio to Poland in 1919 by 
Benedict XV, whom he succeed- 
ied as =e in 1922. 














Two special delivery stamps 
(2, and 2.50L) were issued with 
this set. Like the lire values, they 
also pictured Pope Pius XL 





The above series was subject 
to two overprints, the first on 
October 10, 1931. This was the 
thirty centesimi value overprint- 
ed in red to change its denomi- 
naton to twenty-five centesimi. 





The second overprint appeared 
June 16, 1934, All lire stamps and 
the 80c, ‘were overprinted in black 
to change the values, This set of 
six stamps (40c, 1.30, 2.05, 2.55, 
3.05 and 3.70 lire) provides the 
Vatican with a rare series, the 
only one of its history to date. 
There were also three other 
overprints. These changed the 
purpose of the stamps and will 
be described separately. 


Issues of 1933 
The second definitive issue was 
first placed on sale on May 31, 
1933. These stamps were en- 
graved on paper watermarked 
with the Crossed Keys. 
The first stamp of this (5c) ser- 
ies depicts the coat of arms of 
Pius XI. 
The 10, 12%, 20 and 25 centesi- 
mi values picture the Vatican 
Palace, home of the Popes. The 
palace was a simple dwelling at 
first, erected by Pope Symmach- 
us in the fifth century. Subse- 
quent Popes added to the struc- 
ture, and by the fourteenth cen- 
tury it had assumed the propor-

Among its some 20 courts and 
1,000 halls, chapels and apart- 
ments, will be found the Sistine 
Chapel containing Michelangelo’s 
famous “Last Judgment” on the 
rear wall.

About 
50,000 manuscripts and 350,000 
books form this, the most Amer- 
ican of libraries in Europe. 

In still another part will be 
found the Leonine and Gregorian 
Towers. These two great towers 
form the Vatican’s astronomical 
observatory. The large state halls 
included in the palace are Clem- 
entina Salas, Ducale, and Regia. | — 
The visiting dignitaries are 
housed in the various apart- 
ments in the palace. 














The 30, 50, 75 and 80 centesimi 
values show a corner of the Vat- 
ican Gardens. These gardens cov- 
er about a quarter of the Vatican 
and are not open to the public. 
This is where the Pope takes his 


lar in shape and is bordered by 
a colonade. It was the famed 
Bernini who designed this mas- 
terpiece. Two hundred and eighty 
four columns in four rows sup- 
port nothing but one hundred 
and sixty four purely ornamental 
statues. 

Architecturally it seems _ ab- 
surd, but yet it is an art of build- 
ing.

GROVER CLEVELAND 
22nd & 24th President 


Born in Caldwell, N. J. 1837— 
died in 1908. After the usual edu- 
cation, he was admitted to the bar 
in Buffalo 1859, and soon mixed 
politics with his law business—he 
was sheriff, asst. district attorney 
—mayor of Buffalo 1881—gover- 
nor of New York 1882, when he 
attempted to reform Tammany 
rule in New York City. 

Elected President of the U. S. 
in 1884, his first term was marked 
by further civil service reforms, 
which he forced through in spite 
of a Republican majority in the 
Senate. He also effected and 
signed the Interstate Commerce 
Act in 1887—and he married Miss 
Frances Folsom in a White House 
wedding June 2, 1886. 

By his veto of the Civil War 
pension bill and his consistent 
fight against “treasury grabs” he 
won a reputation for courage and 
honesty, but it cost him his re- 
election in 1888—so he returned 
to law-practicing and fishing until 
1892—-when he was again elected 
President, for a second term, on 
the hit-miss-hit plan. 

AND HE WAS GREETED BY 
THE PANIC OF 1893 .. . Though 
he had a full Democratic Congress 
this time, a coalition of many 
parties combined to mangle his 
pet tariff bill, while the Populist 
element inserted an income-tax 
clause into the measure, for which 
reason Cleveland allowed it to 
become a law without his signa- 
ture. 

There was an insistent threat to 
the gold standard by repeated re- 
quests on the Treasury to freely 
coin silver on the “16 to 1” basis 
recommended by William Jen- 
nings Bryan. Cleveland settled 
the prolonged Pullman Co. strike 
in Illinois by armed force—caus- 
ing Eugene V, Debs, socialist and 
ringleader, to serve a term in 
prison, 

With stern determination, he 
refused intervention in Cuba, and 
the annexation of Hawaii.

CITY TYPE COILS. 

A type of cancellation that is 
most unique and interesting and 
in many cases scarce is the City 
Type Coil. Started perhaps in the 
late teens and used as a supple- 
ment to Bureaus in the larger 
cities. A special machine was 
made so that a coil threaded in it 
would rewind itself and in the 
process of rewinding would be 
overprinted with the precancel 


pe. 

Generally these types are rec- 
ognized because the legend is 
box like and is continuously re- 

eated. Almost always two full 
mpressions are recorded on a 
stamp. The usual reading of the 
cancellation is either UP or 
DOWN. Some doubles occurred 
when the inking device was al- 
lowed to run low on ink and too 
faint of an impression was ob- 
tained on the first run through 
the machine. 

A few of these machines are 
still in use and one example was 
handed your editor recently.

We signed off a recent column 
with a passing reference to the 
activity taking place on the bulle- 
tin board box department. of our 
regular publication. Aside from 
the regular listing of sheets in 
our Quotation section we experi- 
ence much of the pulse in cur- 
rent trends through study of this 
very activity. Since we try to 
maintain as steady a pattern of 
consistency as possible in pricing 
of these lots. we feel that this is 
a sensitive barometer of condi- 
tions, particularly because of the 
diversity of both clients and 
stamps involved in these trans- 
actions. 

Perhaps it is not too apparent 
to the newcomer but it is just as 
important to learn what does 
NOT sell in a given bulletin, as it 
is to know what is in demand. In 
past months we’ have tried to 
make a point of calling attention 
to those offerings which fail to 
attract a taker, and at the same 
time present the other picture of 
general interest of specific items 
at specific prices. It only oc- 
curred to us as we were develop- 
ing this thought, that we are 
pretty much alone in this en- 
deavor. 

True, auction houses will give 
you the prices realized on their 
lots, but usually most of the at- 
tention is centered around the 
more spectacular material. Or- 
dinary dealer advertising is in- 
teresting to study, but the ques- 
tion always arises as to whether 
or not the stamps will sell at the 
advertised retail price. 

Getting back to specific cases, 
we can speak with some author- 
ity on the subject of Farley Posi- 
tions since the last bulletin car- 
ried complete sets of CL and ar- 
rows of the Parks @$38.50, and 
we could still be filling orders at 
this level because the half dozen 
available sets were quickly sold 
out. Similarly, the #771 CL & 
arrows @$22.50 were in great de- 
mand which is a further confir- 
mation of strength in the Farley 
division. 

The Flags sheets have certainly 
had their share of attention since 
they began to make their appear- 
ance in 1943, and anyone who put 
$32.50 into a complete set of 13 
sheets had a great opportunity to 
take a quick profit if he had the 
foresight to sense that the sheet 
market was hitting its high by 
fall 1946, and profit could be 
taken at the $52-$54 level. Of 
course this fast $20 appreciation 
quickly dissipated into thin air in 
succeeding years, and those who 
were among the hold-outs soon 
learned that their paper profits 
had vanished before their eyes.

For Kennett Stock 


The complete stock left by the 
late William C, Kennett was sold 
by the Marine Bank & Trust Co. 
of Tampa, Fla., administrators of 
his estate, to J. & H. Stolow of 
New York City. 

William C. Kennett, during a 
long and active life in philately, 
was closely associated with Ar- 
thur Hind, Col. Greene and other 
prominent philatelists.

The Marine Bank & Trust Co. 
accepted bids for the estate for the 
entire lot, and more than one 
hundred dealers and auctioneers 
from all parts of the country in- 
spected the stock. 

The bidding closed at 11:00 
a.m, on May 26. The actual clos- 
ing in Tampa on that date was 
attended by twenty-three dealers. 
The highest bid received was 
$28,750.00, and was from J. & H. 
Stolow of New York. The Stolow

Fourteen hours and fifty-six 
minutes later, astonished cows 
near Londonderry, Ireland, bolted 
for safety as an alarming red ma- 
chine, belching blue flame and 
smoke sat down in their midst. 

Yes she had done it!—and she 
had done it under such incredible 
conditions as, with flames spurt- 
ing through a cracked manifold 
ring that might melt or splinter 
from vibrations. 

Lightning was stabbing the 
dark barrier ahead, with solid 
“soup” underneath, and a broken 
altimeter, that left her to guess 
the distance from the waves, so 
she climbed til ice formed on the 
wings, and then the little plane 
plummeted with a _ convulsive 
shudder into a tailspin, but for 
five hours she flew by instrument. 

Amelia had untold courage and 
ambition, so in 1935 her almost 
casual flight from Honolulu to 
Oakland, Cal. emphasized the 
stride made in aviation in three 
short years. This time she sat 
snug in her cabin, microphone at 
her elbow, hot food within reach, 
her poet’s soul responding like a 
seismograph to nature’s stage ef- 
fects. 

She told it thus—“‘The moon 
set and I was alone with the 
stars, and as I have often said the 
lure of flying is the lure of beauty.” 
Again she told, or perhaps for- 
told the future in these words— 
“Some day I'll get bumped off, 
and though I don’t want to go, 
but when I do, I’d like to go in 
my plane, and quickly”. 

She did just that, on her last 
long distance flight. She had 
promised no more long runs, Luck 
is fickle, and somewhere near 
journey’s end after thousands of 
miles, the needle of the gas tank 
sank, against the stop and in the 
uncaring desolation of the deep, 
the first lady of the air found that 
her luck had run out. 

Fred Nocnan and Amelia had 
gone half way around the world, 
and on July 2, 1937 Coast Guard 
Cutters picked up the familiar 
voice—*Headwinds—half an hour 
gas—” They were but 100 miles 
east of the Island of Howland.

A Little Future 
H indsight Now! 


By Lewis F. Turley 


“Once upon a time the following 
advertisement appeared in a daily 
newspaper devoted entirely to 
stamps. The quotation will be giv- 
en in reading form rather than as 
an advertisement layout. 

“‘Here are a few stamps you don’t 
see offered at face. One full sheet 
of 100 stamps 8c 1890 issue, mint 
condition. Forty 30c 1890 issue, in 
block. One pair 90c., 1890 issue, 
three 10c Special Delivery first 
issue. Ten 10c Special Delivery, 
orange. Two sheets lc, 1894, un- 
watermarked, plate No. 35, mint 
state. 

“The above are unused, 0. g. 
and fine. The lot will not be brok- 
en. It catalogues $51.90 and will 
be sent to the purchaser, register- 
ed, for its face value—$25.10.” 

There, indeed, is a good buy but 
it did not happen yesterday or the 
day before. The item mentioned is 
dated Oct. 12, 1896. 

To take full advantage of this, 
one should figure out the total 
catalogue now and the rise in re- 
tail price over the then offered 
selling price. To even guess at 
what it might bring in retail value | 
now, one would be very foolish to | 
hazard a guess. But in catalogue 
value at least we can take a look. 

To place the full extent of true 
walue here, one has to take into 
consideration that the comparison 
mainly is between face value offer- 
ing, and the catalog value now. 
Not being able to give even a good 
comparison for retail value, we 
have just added the total catalogue 
value for the entire lot and find 
that it is $714.50!!! 

Compare this with the advertis- 
ed value of $51.90 catalog and you 
can see what real age has done to 
the older stamps. Roughly this is a 
total increase of approximately 
12% times. The resale value is be- 
yond even’ consideration here. 
When we arrived at the catalogue 
value no premium was added for 
the plate numbers, blocks or ar- 
rows, the only thing considered 
was single catalogue values per 
stamp. 

Such a value is not to be had 
today considering of course, that 
we are the so-called enlightened 
collectors of modern times. ‘The 
old fellows did not collect stamps 
properly,” so we think. Actually, 
that is far from the truth. 

Had the old timers not collected 
stamps in those by-gone days, we 
the modern collectors would not 
have the fine specimens of early 
stamps that we do have. Many an 
album sports a stamp or two that 
was the original holding of an 
old timer, in sheets, and not as 
singles. 

In those days, it was rare that 
anyone collected the plate blocks

in sixes as one ‘“‘should’’ for the 
flat plate printings. But they did 
collect them in strips of three and 
that is why our modern cata- 
logues mention only strips of 
three. 

This began with the 5c yellow 
brown Scott Cat. Number 205 as a 
plate of 6. There may be a prior 
mention but this writer has not 
seen it to his knowledge. 

The thought behind this article 
is not to make your mouth water 
as it might. Really. the thought 
behind it is that even in those 
days, we found the current items 
being sold at face as late as six 
years after the stamps were issu- 
ed. Today, we have the same thing 
going on and who is to say that 55 
years from now, one will~not be 
writing of the foolishness of the old 
timers of 1952. 

According to an old timer who 
figures the cycle of good times and 
depressions, we are. gradually 
working up to a let down, These 
are good times. Depression years 
are due in 1958 and the peak of 
all times will come about 1967, 
when we will ali have that ready 
folding money. 

Figuring that closely one sees 
that he would have to hold the 
Famous Americans for instance, 
for a total of 27 years to cash in 
in a big way. One wonders if 
they too will realize say even 
seven times their catalog of to- 
day. Let’s wait around and see!
